Party Men Ballot for Exact Number
of Officials Who Are
Be Chosen

Many people appear to be 'up in
the air” regarding the number of
candldates to be voted for c©n the
nonpartisan ballot for the different
judiclal offices, and Secretary of
State Pool has been appealed to set
them straight.

It appears that some people be-
lieve that because the law requires
that twice the number of candidates
ghall be selected than the number to
be elected at the regular election,
that each voter must vote for twice
the number, yet the secretary of stale
says that each voter may vote for but
one candidate for chief justice of the
supreme court and for three candi-
dates for associate judges.

The two candidates receiving the
highest votes for chief justice will
have their names placed upon the
ballot while the six candidates re-|
celving the highest votes for associ- |
pate justice will also have their names
printed on the regular election ballot.

There must be a blank line for the
writing in of a name on the nonparti-
san primary ballot as well as on the
regular ballot, according to an opin-
fon given by Attorney General Reed.
